St. Louis police arrested 101 
persons for alleged liquor law 


violations in six and one half 


months this year, but the Prose- | 
cuting Attorney's office refused | 
to issue warrants against 66 of | 
them for various reasons, the | 
Post-Dispatch was told today. | 

Chief reason for refusing to | 
issue a warrant against a tavern | 
owner is the belief by prose- | 
cutors that the prescribed pun- | 
ishment, revocation of the liq- 
uor license, is too severe. 

Investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch of 31 of the cases in 
which no warrant was issued | 
indicated there was strong evi- 
dence. Warrants were issued 
in 34 cases and one warrant is 
pending. 

Can't Get Another License. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney John J. Godfrey, to whom 
police presented their evidence, 
said: “It is our policy to refuse 
a@ warrant against a tavern op- 
erator because of the severe 
punishment. When a liquor 
license is revoked the tavern 
owner cannot get another li- 
cense. He is through.” 

Godfrey pointed out that a 
liquor violator can be cited in 
police court, by the Excise Com- 
missioner and by the Supervisor 
of Liquor Control, in addition 
to being charged with a misde- 
meanor by the Prosecuting At- 
torney. 

“It is the opinion of this of- 
fice that. after police court trial 
and hearings before the two 
control officers, an alleged Vio- | 
lator has been punished suffi- | 
ciently,” Godfrey declared. 

The 31 cases among those | 
thrown out by Godfrey included 
thirteen involving the sale of 
intoxicants to minors, 11 sales 
on election days, six sales after 
closing hours and one Sunday 
violation. In some instances po- 
lice reported that tavern own- 
ers were the violators. In other 
cases bartenders or waiters 
were at fault. 


Evidence Seldom a Factor. 


Godfrey told the _ reporter 
there were few cases in which 
he refused to issue warrants be- 
cause of insufficent evidence. 
He repeated his earlier state- 
ment that “punishment is too 
drastic—a man’s license would 
be revoked.” 

When it was pointed out that 
frequently police were refused 
warrants before the cases* were 
taken to police court, to the Ex- 
cise Commissioner or the Su- 
pervisor of Liquor Control, 
Godfrey acknowledged that the 
prosecutor's office was assum- 
ing that the other agencies 
would impose punishment. He 
said this was true “in about 50 
per cent of the cases.” 

Prosecuting Attorney William 
J. Geekie, reached by telephone 
at Miami Beach, Fla., where he | 
was vacationing, agreed with 
Godfrey that the punishment 
for a convicted liquor violator 
was “‘a bit too strict."” He added, 
however. he would instruct his

Living Quarters in Rear. 

Infpection from the outside 
indicated living quarters in the 
rear but only a few tables and 
chairs. What appeared to be 
ward and precinct maps were 
visible through the front door. 

A six-room cottage at 2426 
North Spring avenue is listed as 


the voting address of 13 per- 
sons. It is the home of James 
E. Kinealy, a turnkey at the 


Carr Street Police Station 

Kinealy told the Post-Dispatch 
that all of those registered 
were members of his family 
who live there all or part of 
the time. Two are sons in mili- 
tary service. 

“There is nothing wrong go- 
ing on here,” he said. “My boys 
and girls had trouble finding 
places to live after the war and 
they come back here from time 
to time. They have voted from 
this address ever since they 
were old enough to vote and 
they regard it as their voting 
address. The election board is 
welcome to investigate me any 
time.” 

Twelve persons are registered 
at 2603 North Spring. The own- 
er, Mrs. Maude Ruble, said four 
of the registrants have moved 
and a fifth is temporarily in a 
hospital. Five others are known 
to be living elsewhere.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 30 
Adlai E. Stevenson asserted to- 
day that because of ‘“‘go-slow”’ 
policies of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, “we are lagging 
seriously in the development of 
nuclear energy for peacetime 
purposes.” 

To a cheering crowd of sev- 
eral hundred persons who met 
him and his running mate, Es- 
tes Kefauver of Tennessee, at 
the airport shortly before noon, 
he said further: “The truth is 
that private industry is not do- 
ing the job. 

“Understandably enough, pri- 
vate industry is not going to do 
it because at present it cannot 
make a profit by doing it. But 
at the same time selfish inter- 
ests must not be permitted to 
prevent the Governmen from 
doing the job 

“And the politics of those in- 
terests have become the politics 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, as you know so well down 
here in Tennessec.” 

Enthusiastic Reception. 


Stevenson and Kefauver were 
given the most enthusiastic re- 
ception here that they have 
found anywhere so far on a :ar- 
flung tour that began last Mon- 

ay in a chartered plane. The 
tour will end at Chicago tomor- 
row with another regional con- 
ference, with Missouri among 
the states to be represented 

The candidates were given 
rousing introductions by Gov. 
Frank G. Clement of Tennessee, 
who was the keynote speaker at 
the Democratic convention at 
Chicago two weéks ago. 

This vear, Gov. Clement told 
the crowd, ““Tennessee is going 
to be in the Democratic column’ 
—which it was not in 1952 

“The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has made promises to the 
South only for the purpose of 


breaking them,” he went on 
“Just to make votes, Eisen-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP 
—Walter P. Reuther, president

Reuther said AEC issued the 
construction permit last Aug 
14 for “an unproved and excep- 
tionally hazardous type of re- 
actor” without assurance from 
the AEC'’s own reactor safe- 
guards committee that the reac- 
tor can be operated without 
public hazard. 

In a statement issued through 
the UAW office here, Reuther 
added 

“Purpose of the hearing re- 
quested by UAW is to get the 
facts before the public by pro- 
viding an opportunity for testi- 
mony by competent authorities 
as to why the AEC con- 
struction permit should be set 
aside until such time as there 
is adequate assurance that the 
reactor can operate without 
danger to the public health and 
safety.” 

Legitimately Interested Party. 

The UAW is a legitimately 
interested party, Reuther said, 
the proposed plant 
would be near both Detroit and 
Toledo where a large number 
of UAW members live. 

Senator Clinton Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico, chairman 
of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee, expressed 
“wholehearted support” of the 
UAW petition. Anderson had 
previously raised questions 


about the safety of the plant. 


In granting a go-ahead for 
construction of the $40,500,000 
plant by 26 private firms, the 
AEC said it would not issue an 
operating license after the plant 
is built “until it is firmly estab-

Crowd Gathers to Keep Negroes 
Out of Texas School. 


MANSFIELD, Tex., Aug. 30 
(APi—An edgy crowd of 250 
milled around Mansfield High 
School today as the school dis- 
trict’s attorney met with United 
States District Judge Joe E. 
Estes in Dallas but failed to 
obtain a postponement of de- 
segregation of the school sys- 
tem. 

Swaying above the crowd on 
a flagpole was an effigy of a 
Negro, draped with a sign stat- 
ing “Stay away Niggers.” 

By late morning, no Negroes 
had appeared to register their 
children in school. 

The school is near Fort Worth 
in north Texas. 

The crowd began gathering 
on the school ground about 7 
a.m. 
In the crowd were more than 
100 men. Several bore placards 
stating, “This is a white school,” 
and other statements declaring 
the crowd's intention to keep 
it white. 

On hand were four officers 
sent by Sheriff Harlan Wright. 
Sheriff's Patrol Capt. Bud Alex- 
ander said, “We're just here to 
maintain order. There's been 
some people popping off but I 
don't think these people want 
any trouble.”

Cyprus is a much closer stag- 
ing area for France, whose 
troops and warships until now 
have been maintained en an 
alert basis at Toulon, in France, 
and in Algeria. 

Britain already has dis- 
patched paratroop_reinforce- 
ments and aircraft units to the 
island base, headquarters for 
Britain's Middle East forces. Un- 
confirmed reports circulated 
that Britain and France plan to 
set up a combined Mediter- 
ranean command headquarters 
on Cyprus. 

Meanwhile, with two mere 
Britons named as members of 
an alleged spy net in Egypt 
there were seven facing Egyp- 
tian accusations.

Three of the Britons have 
been arrested and the two 
diplomats have been ordered 
out of the country.

DEADLINE IS NEAR 
FOR WARCLAIMS 
AGAINST 4 NATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 ‘AP 
— The Government has more 
than $32,000,000 waiting for its 
citizens in settlement of claims 
against four foreign govern- 
ments. 

With only a month remaining 
to file. less than a fourth of the 
4000 individuals and corpora- 
tions believed eligible for a 
share of the money have put in 
their applications. 

Eligible claimants are those 
United States citizens who suf- 
fered losses at the hands of the 
Bulgarian, Hungarian, Roma- 
nian and Italian governments 
through war damage, national- 
ization of property and failure 
to redeem bonds payable in 
United States currency. 

A year ago Congress author- 
ized the Foreign Claims Settle- 
ment Commission to receive 
and determine claims and cer- 
tify them to the Treasury for 
payment. The law fixed Sept. 
39 1956, as the filing deadline. 

Claims are expected to range 


from a few dollars for confisca- | 


tion or destruction of clothing 
and other personal property to

Cold Light on the Budget 


The largest tax collections in American his- 
tory, peace or war. The highest level of Gov- 
ernment expenditures ever reached in peace- 
time. The greatest civilian expenditures ever, 
in peace or war. 

Such in brief is the picture of the Federal 
budget for the current fiscal year, which ends 
next June 30. The cold figures of the August 
revision, just announced, cast a decidedly dif- 


. ferent light on the subject than do the Admin- 


istration’s throbbiff® boasts of a balanced budget 
“at last,” or the Republican platform's rosy 
promises of tax cuts to come. 

With a surplus now in prospect of some 

700,000,000, less than ‘half as large as the 1956 
surplus, it should be clear to everybody except 
campaign orators that a meaningful tax reduc- 
tion in the immediate future is out of the 
question. 

As for the boasts of a balanced budget, these 
must be measured against the fact that balance 
was achieved not by reducing expenditures, as 
the Eisenhower Administration so positively 
promised to do in the 1952 campaign, but by 
taking in more taxes. Fortunately the tax take 
could be increased without raising rates, be- 
cause the business boom has generated such a 


large base. 
The fact remains, and it is an impressive 
fact, that Federal tax revenues as now esti- 


mated for fiscal 1957 will be, at 69.8 billion 
dollars, the largest ever collected. The fact re- 
mains that the Treasury this year will be col- 
lecting half again as much as the 44.4 billion 
it collected at the peak of World War Il 

On the expenditure side, it is time for honest 
the fact that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration did not make good, and probably 
no administration could make good, on its 1952 
promises to slash non-defense expenditures to 
the bone. 

It is true that total spending this year, at 
69.1 billion dollars, will be less than it was 
under the last Truman budget in fiscal 1953. 
But it is also true that in no postwar year 
except 1953 did total expenditures reach the 
level they will reach this year. And it is true, 
furthermore, that 1957 spending runs below that 
of the single year 1953 solely because defense 
expenditures have been cut. 

Non-military spending for domestic purposes 
has actually risen in every Eisenhower year 
except one, and in 1957 will be at an all-time 
high. Here are the figures, in billions, for all 
expenditures exclusive of those budgeted for 
national security and international affairs:

Lest Democrats point with too much phony 
alarm at these figures, it should be noted that 
a Democratic Congress approved every dollar of 
appropriations for fiscal 1956 and 1957, and so 
shares responsibility for them with the Admin- 
istration. The truth is that neither party has 
been able to stem the demand for steadily rising 
expenditures, Both should quit talking as if 
they had. 

If both Republicans and Democrats would 
look the budget in the face and discuss it can- 
didly they would tell the people: (1) that no 
Administration is likely to economize its way to 
a balanced budget, balance being dependent 
rather on boom revenues; (2) that civilian ex- 
penditures are not likely to go down very much 
in the future; (3) that taxes will have to stay 
up as long as defense expenditures stay up, 
since these account for nearly two-thirds of the 
budget: (4) that the good old days of 1948, when 
Uncle Sam spent a total of 33 billion dollars, 
of which 16.8 billion was for civilian purposes, 
are undoubtedly gone forever.

The Army’s Good Sense 

That the Army's discipline has been generally 
sensible is emphasized by Secretary of the 
Army Wilber M. Brucker’s condemnation of 
courts martial for soldiers at Fort Carson, Colo., 
who failed to reduce their weight as ordered. 

Responsible officers, of course, must train 
recruits as well as they can to survive the perils 
to which a soldier may be exposed. The public 
may be inclined to take such preparation rather 
lightly in time of peace, but the fire marshal 
cannot wait for an alarm before training his 
men to fight a blaze. 


The Army, however, has recognized that the 
readiness of men to obey is enhanced if they 
are convinced of the reasonableness and solici- 
tude of their commanders. 


Courts martial for men who have failed to 
reduce to a specified weight are too quixotic 
for the democratic mind. Only genuine offenses 
should lead to military trials. Secretary Brucker 
knows this, and he saw to it that the Fort Car- 
son affair did not grow into more than a minor 
mistake. 
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Contrast in Desegregation 

The distinction between progress and at- 
tempted retreat in public school desegregation 
is illustrated by events in Alabama and Ar- 
kansas. 

In Alabama, voters have approved a consti- 
tutional amendment permitting the state to end 
public schooling and to aid private schools. In 
Arkansas, a federal court has upheld the Little 
Rock plan for gradual integration of public 
schools. 

Alabama's backward and potentially costly 
step away from public education was approved 
by only 3 votes to 2. Few Negro citizens got 
to vote on the issue at all. So it appears that 
many Alabama citizens are not committed to 
outright defiance of the Supreme Court's de- 
segregation order. Yet Alabama has joined the 
few states still attempting to say No to the law 
of the land. —~ 

Arkansas, by contrast, has not said No, though 
its political leadership has debated evasive ac- 
tion. And since the state has not said No, it has 
been possible for a few sckool districts to at- 
tempt integration. The Little Rock plan would 
begin integration in high schools in 1957, and 
integrate junior high and elementary schools 
in later successive stages. 

This is an indefinite plan, and was challenged 
as such by the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. But the federal 
district court in Fort Smith ruled that it would 
“not substitute its own judgment” for that of the 
Little Rock school board. And Judge John E.

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To Revise the County Charter 

Supervisor Matthews !s quite right in urging 
the creation of a citizens’ committee to suggest 
improvements in the County Charter. The Char- 
ter as it stands saddles the county with a costly 
and cumbersome vehicle for conducting the 
business of government. Many of its needed 
improvements are obvious. 

Most of the eight major questions that the 
Supervisor believes the proposed committee 
ought to review virtually answer themselves. 
Typical of them is whether or not all county 
employes ought to be placed under a merit sys- 
tem instead of only those of the four depart- 
ments presently covered. Of course they should. 
The county government exists to perform serv- 
ices, not to provide patronage for the “ins.”’ 

Mr. Matthews also raises the question of a 
County Manager or a modification of that con- 
cept. This is a matter worth real study, but it 
certainly cannot be tackled apart from the rest 
of the Charter. It would have to be examined 
in the light of the indicated wholesale reorgani- 
zation of the county’s major administrative 
offices, each of which is now headed by an inde- 
pendent elective official. 

Those offices include the following: Assessor, 
Circuit Clerk, Collector, Constables, Coroner, 
County Clerk, Highway Engineer, Prosecuting 
Attorney, Public Administrator, Recorder of 
Deeds, Sheriff, Superintendent of Schools and 
Treasurer. 

A functional regrouping and consolidation of 
those offices is the county’s paramount need; 
very few, if any, of them ought to be headed 
by an elected official. To create the post of 
County Manager without reorganizing the coun- 
ty’s administration would be to provide form 
without substance, 

Other questions not raised by Mr. Matthews 
also may suggest themselves. One in particular 
is whether the Charter’s approach to spending 
ought not to be eased. In effect it prevents the 
county from spending up to the level of current 
revenues, This is a definite handicap in a rap- 
idly-growing area where the demand for service 
is continually rising. 

In any casé, neither that question nor any of 
the others can be dealt with until a citizens’ 
group has been appointed and put to work. 
Supervisor Matthews has asked the Council for 
authority to name such a group. He deserves a 
quick and affirmative response. 
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Mr. Paschen Withdraws 


Herbert C. Paschen’s withdrawal as _ the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of Illinois 
is in the best interest of both his party and the 
people of the state. 

The Cook County Treasurer has been in a 
particularly unenviable position since the dis- 
closure of the existence of a $29,000 ‘employes’ 
welfare fund” in his office. The money was 
raised through contributions from Illinois bank- 
ers whose banks had on deposit some $39,000,- 
000 in county funds. 

Mr. Paschen has contended there was nothing 
illegal about the fund, and he may be right. 
But there can be considerable difference between 
what I!s strictly legal and what is proper. There 
is no doubt that Illinois Democratic leaders 
feared that the voters would conclude the Treas- 
urer’s office had been in the business of accept- 
ing kickbacks for the use of public funds. The 
fact that Mr. Paschen’s Republican predecessors 
had run the same kind of fund did not excuse 
him. And even though the fund may have had 
some benign uses, its sources were most ques- 
tionable. 

Had Mr. Paschen headed the Democratic state 
ticket in November it is obvious that attempts 
would have been made to equate his $29,000 
fund with the systematic looting of the public 
till by Republican State Auditor Orville E. 
Hodge, whose peculations ran in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. 

Under the circumstances it is far better for 
the Democratic party that not even the appear- 
ance of question attach to its candidate. 
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A Growing Atomic Issue 

Mounting doubts of the safety of the atomic- 
electric power plant which the Atomic Energy 
Commission has conditionally approved for the 
Detroit-Toledo area are raised by Marquis W. 
Childs’s disclosure of a hitherto secret report on 
the project. The AEC had turned down an 
appeal by Gov. Williams of Michigan that the 
document, a study by an advisory committee 
on safety, be made public. 

The advisory committee reported “insufficient 
information” available to assure that an atomic 
power plant of the specific type proposed could 
be operated in this area of 7,000,000 population 
“without hazard.” 

It expressed doubt the information could be 
made available in time unless AEC adopted an 
accelerated power development program—a pro- 
gam which, after passing the Senate in the last 
Congress, was killed in the House of Represent- 
atives under strong pressure from the White 
House. 

Opposition to the project is growing, Mr. 
Childs reports. Walter Reuther, president of 
the United Automobile Workers, has added his 
voice to the voices of Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico, chairman, and Representative Holifield 
of California, a member, of the House-Senate 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, and AEC 
Commissioner Murray, already raised in protest. 
Mr. Reuther is demanding public hearings by 
the AEC, and unless they are forthcoming he 
plans to take legal action to stop the project. 

In the face of these admonitions, beginning 
with those from its own advisory committee, 
can Chairman Strauss and the AEC he heads 
longer ignore the public clamor for the facts?

From Musical America 


Soviet society is in ferment, and no- 
where is that fact more evident than in 
the arts, particularly literature and 
music. 

Writers and composers have been 
seething inarticulately in their Com- 
munist strait-jackets for a long time, 
but since the Geneva Conference, and 
particularly since the Twentieth Party 
Congress, they have become highly vocal 
in their demands for freedom of self- 
expression, freedom from politically 
inspired dogma, and freedom to explore 
and discuss artistic questions without 
bureaucratic interference and intimi- 
dation. 

The long controversy over dance 
music, since it concerned such a large 
segment of the pop- 


ulation, is a good 
illustration of the 
struggle that has 


gone on and the 
extent of the defeat 
delivered by the 
stubborn masses to 
the cultural com- 
missars. 

American jazz al- 
ways has been rep- 
resented to the So- 
viet people as a re- 
volting example of 
capitalist degener- 
acy. thi 

As recently as Ovte Bhagion. 
September 1954, Gershwin’s “Rhapsody 
in Blue” was characterized by Rude 
tees in Prague as the “acme of bad 

ste.” 


All such dances as the foxtrot, the 
tango and the rumba, as well as the 
blues style, were in disgrace, and mani- 
festations like swing and bebop were 
under interdiction. 


Some values were discerned in the 
original New Orleans jazz because it 
could be represented as the folk music 
of an oppressed minority in America, 
soon to be despoiled, of course, by the 
commercial ogres of Tin Pan Alley. 


But the culture bosses had reckoned 
without their people. The younger 
Russians, like most young Europeans, 
are fairly crazy about American jazz. 
They are intimate with such names as 
Duke Ellington and Louis Armstrong 
and, ignoring exho ons to dance to 
music based upon Russian folk music, 
the — people were found to be 
making recordings of foreign jazz 
broadcasts on east-off X-ray plates. 

Faced with the threat of a “jazz un- 
derground” and the growing role of 
jazz as an expression of youthful de- 
fiance and opposition, the Communists 
were virtually obliged to legitimatize it. 

To save face, something called “clas- 
sical jazz” was given a clean bill of 
health. “Good classical jazz is not only 


a beneficial aid in the fight against 
racial discrimination but also a sign of 
friendship between nations,’ said Mlada 
Fronta (Prague) in December 1955. 

The definition of what “classical jazz” 
is and what dances should be permitted 
is an annoying problem for the heavy 
thinkers. 


The main objection seems to be to 
the type of dancing that accompanies 
the music rather than the music itself. 
The sensual contortions of the dancers 
are considered depraved and animalis- 
tic and against the ideals of Marxism. 

“But this does not mean that it is 
the dances themselves that should be 
blamed,” declared Ivan Vitanyi, head 
of the music section of the Hungarian 
Ministry of Education. “On the contrary, 
the majority of the dances such as the 
foxtrot, tango, rumba, etc., are of folk 
origin and can be performed in good 
as well as bad taste.” 


A major embarrassment in the situa- 
tion is the fact. that “our composers 
have not yet succeeded in creating a 
new repertoire of light music to replace 
the old,” according to a Bucharest edi- 
torial, and such music as the composers 
are turning out is merely a bad imita- 
tion of the genuine American article. 

Pravda, in Moscow (December 1955) 
has so reversed its position as to actual- 
ly ascribe “the protracted repertoire 
crisis” in the Soviet Union to the dog- 
matic prohibition of all jazz. Sovetskaya 
Muzyka proclaimed that “the Soviet 
Union should not merely imitate foreign 
jazz but should create its own.” 


These discussions, complaints, critl- 
cisms and open defiances of party 
dicta in the Soviet bloc surely are evi- 
dences of unrest and a reawakening 
independence among the rank and file. 

And it is not confined to music. Writ- 
ers, critics and philosophers, taking ad- 
vantage of the denigration of Stalin, 
openly state that they condemn outright 
the entire Zhdanov-Stalin line on art. 

Polish intellectuals, for example, have 
pointed out that the diseases of art 
are symptomatic of the diseases in Pol- 
ish life. 

While they continued to blame the 
cultural bureaucrats, they made it clear 
that the source of the trouble was po- 
litical, and that artistic freedom and 
development depend upon the estab 
lishment of a free society. 

“There was a time,” says Nowa Kul. 
tura (Warsaw), “when our (Polish) 
critics would not dare to criticize poor 
Soviet films or plastic art. It is high 
time for us to have our own opinion on 
all matters of life and development, 
opinions that take into account actual 
Polish conditions.” 

Reforms under dictatorships, be it 
remembered, do not come from the top 
but from the bottom.

“Africa, land of sunshine and peace. 
Africa, land of darkness and hate.” So 
writes Gunnar Helander in his recently 
translated novel, “Black Rhapsody.” 
The author is a missionary of the Scan- 
dinavian Church to South Africa, and 
is widely regarded as an authority on 
the people and problems of that turbu- 
lent region. 


In the novel he speaks through Halv- 
dan Knutson, pastor of a Swedish mis- 
sion station in Natal. Knutson typifies 
the best of a much castigated profes- 
sion. Laboring for the. betterment of 
African people, but plagued by inner 
doubts as to his own efficacy and that 
of his church, he strives, not always 
successfully, to bridge the gulf between 
the African and the European way of 
thinking. 


Less imaginative people are usually 
more at home in any environment, and 
his co-worker, Nurse Agda Frydenstam, 
has learned to close the door quickly 
on any incipient questionings of this 
kind, and here is to be found the meas- 
ure of her complete immersion in her 
work as well as her limitations in reach- 
ing the African people. 


The dual and often mutually contra- 
dictory effect of the white missionary 
and the white settler on the African 
is seen best in the lives of three princi- 
pal characters: the mulatto, John Har- 
ris, whose mixed blood bars him from 
identification with either race; the Zulu 
teacher, Obed Mdluli, whose worship of 
the white culture shuts him off in pride 
from his own people without admitting 
hi to the circle he admires: and 
Obed's wife, Sibusiso, slow of intellect 
and unpretentious, who demonstrates, 
however, that she has grasped the 
teachings Knutson has tried to bring. 


One wonders if it is significant that 
in two cases out of three the white 
man’s touch brings unhappiness. 


Apart from its importance as a con- 
tribution towards the understanding of 
an increasingly troubled part of the 
world, “Black Rhapsody” deals with the 
very universal question of self-doubt 
which must be faced recurringly in the 
life of any sensitive individual. The 
question of whether or not one’s work is 
of any significance, of whether or not 
one’s philosophy or religion has any 
meaning, is more poignant, however, in 
the case of the missionary who, to a 
greater degree than most people, has 
staked his life on evidence of things 
not seen.

Job-hunting men of 
high qualifications over 40 set 
up a business office which is 
run by them to find jobs for 
each other. When a member is 
employed, he must give up ac- 
tive membership, but may con- 
tinue interest in the group as a 
senior member. 

Carter said unemployment 
among competent older men is 
increasing for three reasons 

1. Pressures from _ pension 
plans. Once an older man loses 
his position for any reason, he 
cant get back in because pen- 
si0n systems preclude hiring 
above the 40 to 50 age level 

2. A great number of mer- 
gers and absorptions in big busi- 
ness which squeeze out many 
men at the top 

3. Little businesses 
broke.

WASHINGTON, | Aug. 30 (UP) 
—The Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice announced today it was kill- 
ing female fur seals this year 
in the Pribilof islands, Alaska, 
for the first time in 50 years. 

Some 30,000 females will be 
taken in addition to the 65,000 
male seals which will be killed 
on the annual fall harvest. Serv- 
ice Director John L. Farley said 
the females were being taken to 
thin out the herd and reduce 
pup mortality Pups do not 
have as good a chance of sur- 
vival as the older seals when 
there is congestion. 

The harvest of females began 
in mid-June and continued until 
Aug. 15. It will be resumed 
early in September and contin- 
ued to mid-October. 

The service turns the pelts 
over to Fouke Fur Co., St. Louis, 
which has a contract for prepar- 
ing the pelts.

ARKETING for a long 
M weekend always poses spe- 
cial problems, as you well 
know, but face it we must. 
Since most meals are planned 
around the meat, let's start in 
that department and see what 
we can find to feed our families 
during the three holidays, 
There will be real buys this 
week in stewing chickens, which 
fit right into holiday meals, Put 
the chicken on in the morning 
and let it simmer along: remove 
the meat from the bones and 
store away in the refrigerator, 
ready when you want it for 
chicken salad or chicken ala 
king—both of which can be put 
together in a hurry. 


Another special value right 
now may be found in small 


eggs. The extra-large ones are | oe 


bringing premium prices, but 
the little eggs are a bargain 
for sure and quite all right for 
those stuffed eggs which will 
be served at most Labor day 
picnics.

Fryers also are a good buy, as 
are the lighter weight hams. Al- 
though pork in general is not/| 
too much of a value, bacon is | 
a wise investment and you will | 
be especially thrifty if you con- 
sider slab bacon—a note of in- 
terest to those planning fishing 
trips or similar jaunts. 


That baby beef we have been 
telling you about is coming 
right along. However, you will 
have to turn to the economy 
cuts of beef if you are counting 
pennies; the befter grades are 
higher. 


A final reminder—This is the 
weekend when franks, wieners 
and table-ready meats in gen- 
eral steal the show. And it is 
mighty reassuring to know 
that you have some on hand 
for emergencies.

N THE vegetable depart- 

ments, we are happy to note 

that the prices on potatoes 
dropped in. time to keep potato 
salad from being the. luxury 
item it would have been a few 
short weeks ago. Since potato 
salad seems to be standard fare 
on most picnic or barbecue 
menus, this is good news. 

Onions also are well in line 
now, after that zooming trip 
to the moon which they took 
recently with potatoes. Time 
does take care of all things, 
sure enough. 

Our homegrown and Illinois 
tomatoes continue to be of 
fairly good quality, with Mich- 
igan sending some excellent 
ones at prices which are not 
out of line. 

Green peppers are just 
dandy, both as to price and 
condition: carrots are moderate- 
ly priced, as is the fine cauli- 
flower now in the markets. 

The better cucumbers are 
being shipped in, which of 
course makes them cost a little 
more, but our homegrowns are 
all right for pickling. And 
speaking of pickling, there are 
several items in the stores to 
encourage such projects—red 
peppers, little white onions, and 
the long Hungarian peppers 
which are very, very cheap. 

Recent weather conditions 
have been perfect for some of 
our homegrown items. Beans, 
for example, squash (plus some 
superb zucchini from Michigan), 
and the large, smooth home- 
grown sweet potatoes. 

There is plenty of good corn 
for all of the barbecues that 
will be under way this week- 
end. The best of it is coming 
down from the north, mostly 
pre-cooled before shipment so 
that it arrives in fine condition. 
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RICES are working down- 
Prwara on Italian prunes, as 

the supplies increase with 
heavy harvesting getting under 
way out in Idaho. But don't 
expect them to be as cheap as 
they were last year, since the 
crop isn’t as large due to the 
fact that much of the fruit was 
frozen last autumn. 

Homegrown cantaloupes are 
near the end of the road, but 
very nice ones are coming in 
from Kansas, Colorado and 
California. Here, again, the 
freight rate makes them cost 
more than our homegrowns, of 
course. Casaba, Persian and 
honeydew melons also are avail- 
able, but not cheap. 

There are plenty of water- 
melons, ranging all the way 
from exceptionally large sizes 
to the little “icebox” ones. 

You will find enough limes 
and lemons to meet demands, 
with the limes costing not 
much more than the lemons. 

Supplies of peaches from 
nearby are declining, but by, 
keeping a ar | eye open you 
may find whi will warrant 
putting up some of the fruit. | 
Shipments of Michigan peaches | 
are increasing, and very nice 
they are. |

It may be a family outing, with a simple menu, to be enjoyed in some quiet wayside spot; 
or it may be a chance for Dad to show off his skill as an out-of-door chef for a large 


group. Suggestions for meals eaten under the blue skies are given in the story below. 


LTHOUGH BARBECUES continue at full speed ahead all! ~ 
A trrouen the golden autumn months, the Labor day weekend | 
may be the last chance for many families to enjoy an/| 
out-of-door meal before they are caught up in the busy schedules | 


which follow a return to routine after vacations. 


Such an outing may be a. 
simple picnic, such as the one 
pictured above, with some sand- 
wiches brought from home en- 
joyed at a woodland rest by a 
brook, topped off with the tra- 
ditional picnic dessert—a ba- 
nana eaten out of hand with a 
chocolate cupcake or a piece of 
orange chiffon cake. Bananas, 
incidentally, are an‘ideal picnic 
fruit; neatly prewrapped in. 
their own peel, ready to be/| 
stowed in bag or basket with- 
out so much as.a wisp of wax 
paper or foil. 


But with the great trend to- | 
ward out-of-door cookery, many | 


a weekend meal will be cooked 
over glowing coals. At the close 


of the season most “blue sky” | 


chefs have become experts and 
need no advice, but here are a 
few random suggestions for 
meals in the open which may 
be helpful. 

The first rule is to keep the 
menu simple; have plenty of a 
few good-to-eat foods that are 
easy to carry and not too com- 
plicated to cook, but don’t plan 
an elaborate menu. 

When mother makes out the 
marketing list, she will do well 
to allow 
out-of-door appetites. 
meats are “naturals” for cook- 
ing in the open—frankfurters, 
hamburgers, barbecued ribs, 
kabobs of all kinds, chicken and 
steak. As a guide for buying, 
figure on the following: 

Franks—At least two per 
person. If there are youngsters 
in the group, increase that 
figure accordingly. 

Hamburgers — Eight - ounce

Ribs — At least a pound per 
person. 

Kabobs —At least one-half 
pound boneless meat per per- 
son; perhaps a little less if the 
meat is precooked. 

Chicken — With one and one- 
fourth to two-pourf broilers, 
allow one half per person. If 
the chickens are larger or some 
of the guests have small: ap- 
petities, you might want to 
serve quarters. 

Steak — Three-fourths to one 
pound per person is a conserva- 
tive rule. Choose individual 
steaks if the grill is large and 
the group small; a large thick 
sirloin if the reverse applies.

Every family has its own way 
of making hamburgers, so there 
is no need for a recipe here. 
Just remember that a little 
monosodium glutamate (about 
one-half teaspoon to a pound of 
meat) makes them more flavor- 
ful. Serve the ‘burgers in buns 
which have been spread with 
butter and toasted on the grill, 
with thin tomato and onion 
slices as accompaniments.

Properly managed, they can 
yield more than five times their present production, 
with a corresponding benefit to every citizen of our 
state. Better lives for the Ozark people, better schools

Your friends are guilty of the 
error known to grammarians 
as tautology—the needless re- 
petition of words. When you say 


“he just barely missed the 
train” you are not conveying 
any more information than 


when you sav “he just missed 
the train’—and you are using 
an extra word to say it. 


“Just,” incidentally, is a very 
much overworked word, It has, 
in its adverbial use, several 
rather precise meanings. For in- 


stance, it means “exactly” in 
such phrases as “just 10 
o'clock.” Or it can mean “a 


very few minutes ago” as in 
the sentence, “the old man just 
left the office.” 


But careless and repetitious 
use of “just” In such phrases 
as “just barely” have seriously 
reduced the word's efficiency. 
The fact that too many other 
persons indulge in such redun- 
dancies as “just barely” is no 
reason for my correspondent's 
two friends not to mend their 
ways. 

Of course, they may belong to 
that class of talkers whose chat- 
ter is so incessant that a few 
superfluous words here and 
there serve merely to keep the 
tongue well lubricated for the 
unceasing harangue—somewhat 
like the character in a current 
novel who is referred to as “the 
only woman I ever saw who can 
talk on the inhale.”

One out of 
three bought curtains, and al- 
most the same number bought 
hangers and luggage. Approxi- 
mately one out of four bought 
blankets, bedspreads, shoe and 
garment bags, and other room 
furnshings. 

Professors will be glad to 
know that at least one out of 
every four girls interviewed 
made concessions to promptness 
by acquiring an alarm clock. 

And financiers should be in- 
terested in knowing how these 
girls, who average $10.58 per 
week in allowances and job 
earnings, managed to spend an 
average $456 each for back-to- 
school regalia and parapher- 
nalia. 

It's a healthy picture for re- 
tailers and an encouraging sign 
for our economy. More than 
that. it shows that girls of today 
exhibit at an early age the buy- 
ing power of the women of 
tomorrow. Today's coed not 
only knows how to dress but 
how to shop for a dress—a duty 
once assigned to her parents.

The Dean Speaks Up 
Some Memories of Historic Malta

OME countries a_ traveler 
G touches with the tips of his 

fingers, just as he meets a 
stranger at a crowded ay 
a pleasant but | 
a passing con- . 
tact. And oth- 
er countries he 
takes to his 
heart. I notice 
that the nephew 
and niece who 
were with me 
in Malta always 
speak wistfully 
of the island. 

In my last 
column I un- 
wisely lifted the

lid to my Maltese memories to 


write of the political situation 
there, and now they all come 
trooping out, some of them in- 
consequential, like the jacaran- 
da tree in lavender bloom in 
the governor's park, or the big 
bag of purple figs my nephew 
brought me from a friend's gar- 
den, he-having become acquaint- 
ed with several Maltese boys of 
his own age. He said their 
homes, plain on the outside, 
were richly furnished. 

While Molly and I faithfully 
attended lectures at the Royal 
University and visited ruins 
with learned archaeologists, 
John roamed the island with 
his new friends. At dinner we 
compared notes. We saw many 
of the same things, but we saw 
them from a different view- 
point. Sometimes he took Mol- 
ly sailing or swimming, while 
I did my homework. 


* * . 

DINNER WAS EATEN on the 
inclosed veranda of the hotel 
overlooking’ the bay and was 
punctuated by repeated explo- 
sions of fireworks from the op- 
posite shore. We were told that 
the villagers impoverished 
themselves to make a tremen- 
dous display of fireworks, each 
village trying to outdo the oth- 
ers. When I asked whey the 
Maltese were so devoted to fire- 
works, they said that they had 
become so habituated to bomb- 
ings during the war that they 
missed the noise! 

I remember the fairy quality 


of “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream” performed in the gar- 
dens of the palace of San An- 
tom—so perfect a setting that 
one could believe in Titania. 

I remember the flowers. 
Malta was already famous for 
its flowers in Roman days, and 
Cicero mentioned the pillows 
stuffed with roses. 

I remember the neolithic tem- 
ples where unknown gods were 
worshiped more than 5000 
years ago. But I have written 
about them before. 

I remember the parties we 
attended in the splendid 
Renaissance palaces of the 
Knights of Malta, ascending 
long flights of marble steps to 
be passed from flunkey to 
flunkey until at last our names 
were announced in the vast re- 
ception hall. And the enormous 
ward of the hospital built by 
the Knights in the Sixteenth 
Century, still one of the largest 
rooms in Europe, which held 
750 beds, and where the pa- 
tients were served their meals 
‘on dishes and plates of so’\d 
silver. (Unromantic note: the 
stench must have been nause- 
ating, since there was no know- 
ledge of hygiene or sanitation 
in those days, baths and fresh 
air being considered noxious.) 

I remember the priceless 
library, with the archives and 
manuscripts brought from Jeru- 
salem by the Knights of St. John 
of Jerusalem, when they ac- 
cepted the island of Malta from 
Charles V in 1530. The library 
continued to receive one valua- 
ble collection after another un- 
til today it is a mine for 
scholars.

THE KNIGHTS were one of 
the wealthiest orders of chival- 
ry. They built Valletta, the 
Present ca capital « of Malta, a city 
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built “by nobles for nobles.” 
and its creamy palaces stil] 
gleam pale gold in the morn- 
ing sun. Sir Walter Scott said 
it was just like a dream, and 
Disraeli wrote, “Valletta equals 
in its marble architecture, if it 
even does not excel, any cap- 
ital in Europe.” 
No other place has such a 
concentration and such a va- 
riety of history and art in so 
small an area as Malta. I 
haven’t mentioned the cata- 
combs which rival those of Sy- 
racuse and Rome, nor the bay 
where St. Paul was ship- 
wrecked, as told in thapter 28 |

Though representatives of the 
Mayor came to tell us that they 
hoped the fountains would be 
illuminated and the evening 
show would go on, the rain 
came down in such torrents that 
we came back to the hotel at 
9 p.m.

In Vitamin A 


By Edith M. Barber 


N recent years, perhaps you 
[have noticed that most corn, 

whether on the cob or in the 
can, is yellow. This color indi- 
cates the vegetable is rich in 
vitamin A. Of course, it was 
not for this reason that this 
type of corn has been develop- 
ed to such an extent. 


Generally, it is sweeter than 
white corn and we often find 
even the large kernels are ten- 
der and sweet. Nothing is more 
popular in its season than corn- 


= | on-the-cob. The number of 

| automobiles, that stop on the 
highway at stands featuring 
farm vegetables makes this ob- 
vious. 

For some of these markets, 
the corn is picked at intervals 
from the patch so it will re- 
main fresh for the short time 
it takes for the buyers to ex- 
haust the supply. We can’t all 
follow Mark Twain's sugges- 
tion to have water boiling in a 
kettle near the pasture before 
the ears are picked and husked. 
We do the next best thing, and 
purchase just enough for one 

| meal. If we can, we go back 
the next day during the short 
corn season. 
| The town and city markets 
| offer much better quality than 
used to be the case. The ears 
are kept cool during transport, 
usually by truck. In the home 
kitchen, the corn should be 
kept as cool as possible and 
not husked until we are ready 
to use it. The husk is a pro- 
tection to the tender kernels.

Break ends from ears of 
corn, remove outside husks, 
leaving one layer, and remove 
silk.

Application of Paint 
FEW years back if you »°
